Catch fire From Sparks

From Barn

An epidemic of fires visited Salem
yeterdny afternoon about o'clock
and tho general alarm jangled for
about 15 minutes while all of the fire
apparatus with the exception of the
steam pumper was dragged out to bat-
tle with the small fires which were
started by sparks. The first alarm was
turned iu trom the lodge rooms in the
MeCormick building over Myers store
where some of the people smellcd smoke
but no fire was discovered until it had
burned itself out. One of tho members
of the lodge dropped his pipe into his'
pocket to don his uniform and tho coal
of fires in the pipe burned a hole in
the coat pocket us the coat hung iu the
cltwtet. The closet door was shut and
this smothered out tho fire.

At the same time an alarm was turn-
ed in from 434 North High street where
a barn on tho alley in the rear of the
house occupied by Thomas Hargrove
caught on fire and went up in smoke.
Sparks from the bam ignited the roof
of the United Evangelical church one
block west on North Cottage street be
tween Center and Marion and part of
the apparatus was transferred to the
church. The roof was burned off of the
church and the structure badly dam-
aged. The high west wind caused a
woodshed near the barn to catch on fire
and a garago at the rear of the resi-
dence of Mrs. Hattio Jackson was dam-
aged. The residence of Clyde Rice was
slightly damaged when tho roo'f caught
fire from a spiirk nnd one or two other
alarms wore phoned in from small fires
that caught from the burning embers.

Three lines of hose were laid to the
barn so that the flames might bo drown-
ed quickly on account of the nearness
of other buildings and the high school
which is just north aurosa the alley. On
account of a mistuke in the location of
the fire as given to the firemen by the
person who phoned in the alarm the ap-
paratus did not get to the nearest plug
first and wero obliged to run back to
the plug at the corner of Center and
High street.
